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Elaine de Kooning House and Studio 
in East Hampton Nominated to State, 
National Registers of Historic Places

The New York State Board for Historic Preservation 
has recommended the Elaine de Kooning House and 
Studio in East Hampton be added to the State and Na- 
tional Registers of Historic Places; Gov: Kathy Hochul 
announced on December 10. 


The Elaine de Kooning House and Studio, located’ 


at 55 Alewive Brook Road, was nominated as a locally 
significant place, according to the nomination paper- 
work, as de Kooning was a prominent abstract ex- 
pressionist artist who lived and worked for 14 years, 
until she died in 1980. 

“Along with Perle Fine and Lee Krasner, Elaine is 
considered to be among the ‘first generation’ of female 
Abstract Expressionist painters, as well as a member 
of the New York School in conjunction with famous 
male contemporaries, such as her husband Willem 
de Kooning and fellow artists Mark Rothko, Franz 
Kline, and Jackson Pollack,” it states. 

Being listed on the state and national registers 
can help owners revitalize properties, as designated 
properties are eligible for various public preservation 
programs and services, such as matching state grants 
and state and federal historic rehabilitation tax 
credits. 

Elaine de Kooning purchased the property in 
Northwest Woods in 1975 and added the studio three 
years later (Though she reconciled with Willem de 
Kooning that year after a long separation, he contin- 
ued to maintain his own home in Springs). 

She created her last important bodies of work in the 
home and studio, such as the Cave Walls and Cave 
Paintings, from 1985 to 1988. “Elaine experimented 
with new themes and series, engaged with the local 
community of abstract artists, and gained increasing 
recognition for her current and earlier work,” accord- 
ing to the nomination form. 

It was also where she painted a commissioned por- 
trait of the Brazilian soccer player Pele, according 


Studio organization website. She was 


to the Elaine de Kooning House and 


known for her portraits of President 
John F. Kennedy, Allen Ginsberg and 
many others. 

The property at 55 Alewive Brook 
Road is set on a 1.114-acre with a long 
driveway ‘that leads up to the house, 
which de Kooning transformed into 
a year-round residence after the pur- 
chase. The large open studio with massive windows 
and a loft space is part of the structure, but it is a 
separate section, designed by the architect Hans Noe. 


The two-story, side-gabled house, originally built in _ 


1968, and the one-and-a-half-story, cross-gabled 
studio that is connected by a one-story, L-shaped hy- 
phen. A wood porch, added on in 1982, wraps around 
the house, connecting it to the studio, the state wrote. 


The studio space is made up of a small bedroom, _ 


bathroom, living area and large open studio space. 
Artwork by the various artists in residence hangs 
on the walls. “Elaine de Kooning’s artist’s ladder is 
featured prominently in the studio,” the nomination 
says. while her husband spent time at the house, he 
did not create art there, the state adds. 

“The bedroom has open closets, plywood floors, 
and pocket doors with a divided light transom above. 
The bathroom features 1970s era fixtures and the liv- 
ing area features a large sectional couch as well as de 
Kooning’s wooden storage cabinet with deep shallow 
drawers to store paintings,” it continues. “The north 
wall of her studio is emblazoned with her initials, ‘E 
dem. : 

“Elaine’s 14-year relationship with her property in 
East Hampton significantly impacted and influenced 
her artistic career,” the state says. “This is directly 
reflected in her use and modification of the building 
between 1975 and 1978, and the creation of a large 
studio and loft addition. The open spaces and cathe- 
dral ceilings in her new studio space facilitated the

creation of new critically acclaimed art.” 

After her death, several others owned the house 
including sculptor John Chamberlain and painter 
Richmond Burton, before it was purchased by Chris 
Byrne to be used as an artist residency. 

Among the other 20 homes in New York State 
recommended for the National Register of Historic 
Places are a New York City home of a prominent 20th- 
century social justice advocate, a North Country lum- 
ber baron’s residence, a summer camp founded by a 


1gth-century spiritual community and a former Buf — 


falo radiator factory. 

“New York is home to so many historic gems of in- 
dustry and culture, and through these nominations, 
those places can truly be recognized,” Hochul said in 
a statement. “By including them in the historic reg- 
isters, it ensures resources are available to maintain 
these meaningful reminders of the past. New York is 
a global spot for tourism, and bringing awareness to 


these 21 places will help draw even more visitors for 


years to come.”

Judge Dismisses $10M Suit Against Ross School

A Suffolk County court judge dismissed a lawsuit in 
which a student who’s a billionaire’s son alleged East 
Hampton private school teachers bullied him, forcing the 
student to switch schools. 

Judge William Condon granted on December 7 a mo- 
tion to dismiss filed by attorneys for the defendants, the 
nonprofit Ross School. Stefan Soloviev, one of America’s 
top 100 landowners, and his son, Hayden, had sued in 
March seeking $10 million in damages from the school 
for negligence, breach of duty and emotional distress, 
among other claims stemming from a class trip to Pa- 


tagonia, the sparsely populated tip of South America 
in March 2020, during which teachers gave students 
alcohol. 

“The teacher reassigned an Instagram account of the 
trip due to plaintiff not doing what he was asked for the 
project,” Condon wrote in his ruling. “Also, the plaintiff 
claims he has ‘suffering that knows no boundaries’ and 
have ‘prevented him from obtaining the full enjoyment 
of life’ due to watching others drink a thimbleful of cel- 
ebratory local whiskey upon climbing a glacier .... The 
plaintiff has not shown that any of these allegations hold 
any weight to create a cause of action on this matter.” 

Hayden, who was in the 11th grade at the time, claimed 


- that he felt so uncomfortable with the teachers’ conduct 


that he returned home early and reported the incident 
to the administration, which refused to disclose the out- 
come of its investigation, the lawsuit alleged. The student 
felt so ostracized that he transferred to public school. 

“We are very happy with the court’s decision,” Charles 
Abelmann, director of the Ross School, said in a state- 
ment. “We take our students’ safety very seriously, in- 
cluding how we operate the school and how we conduct 
our Field Academy program, which gives our students 
opportunities near and far.” 

Glenn Spiegel, an attorney with the law firm of Becker 
& Poliakoff who represents the Solovievs, indicated that 
the case may not be over yet. He said, “We believe that 
the court erred in its decision and we are exploring our 
options. 
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Wading River 
Woman 
Sentenced to 10° 
Years for Drug _ 
Trafficking

A Wading River woman was sentenced 
December 9 to 10 years in federal prison 
for helping her boyfriend allegedly operate 
a large-scale drug dealing operation that 
trafficked in cocaine, heroin and fentanyl, 
federal prosecutors said. 

_ Amber Schatz had pleaded guilty at Cen- 
tral Islip federal court in May before U.S. 
District Judge Denis R. Hurley to charges 
of conspiring to distribute controlled sub- 
stances and the possession of a firearm in 
furtherance of drug trafficking. 

~ “Defendants like Schatz who contribute 
to the opioid epidemic and put communi- 
ties at risk by openly selling large quanti- 
ties of dangerous drugs will face serious 
consequences,” said Breon Peace, the U.S. 
Attorney for the Eastern District of New 
York. : 

Prosecutors said the 33-year-old woman 
and her boyfriend, Curtis Prussick, regu- 
larly sold drugs from parking lots around 
Rocky Point. Community complaints led 
to a joint investigation into the couple be- 
tween the FBI, Suffolk County East End 
Drug Task Force and the Riverhead Police 
Department, which arrested the couple in 
February 2020. 

When investigators executed a search 
warrant, authorities seized more than 170 
grams of fentanyl, over 125 grams of co- 
caine and 40 grams of crack cocaine as well 
as oxycodone and heroin. Also seized was 

_a pill press that the defendants allegedly 
used to press fentanyl into pill form, and 
an assault rifle that they used to protect the 
operation. 

Asingle gram of fentanyl — a highly dan- 
gerous synthetic opioid — can kill 300-500 
people, according to evidence cited by the 
Drug Enforcement Administration, mean- 
ing Schatz and Prussick possessed enough 
to snuff out between 51,000 and 85,000 
lives—on the lower end, that would amount 
to more than the entire populations of the 
towns of Riverhead (30,000) and Southold 
(20,000) combined.  —~ 

In August, cocaine adulterated with the 
drug resulted in six fatal overdoses over 
eight days on the North Fork. 

The charges against Prussick are pending. 
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New Legislation 
Bodes Well for 
Kelp’s Future on 
the East End

East End waters will soon become part of the grow- 
ing kelp cultivation industry thanks to new legislation 
cosponsored by Assemblyman Fred W. Thiele, Jr. (I- 
Sag Harbor) and signed into law by Gov. Kathy Hochul 
on December 7. 

Promoting kelp aquaculture locally, the law allows 


_ kelp cultivation in underwater lands at Gardiners Bay 


and Peconic Bays. Kelp, which is native to New York 
waters, plays an important role in the fight to restore 
the health of our waterways, and it provides a natural 
habitat for fish and shellfish. The cultivation of kelp is 
a growing industry with significant economic, health 
and environmental benefits, according to Thiele. 

“I have pursued the enactment of this legislation for 
years as studies have highlighted the benefits of kelp in 
removing nitrogen from our waters,” Thiele said. “The 
cultivation of this environmental and economically vi- 
able product will promote a growing industry that will 
help restore water quality and fish habitats on the East 
End while creating jobs for our traditional maritime 
businesses. I am excited that New York will now join 
other states that have already established kelp and 
commercial seaweed aquaculture programs.” 

To show exactly how versatile kelp can be, Greenport 
Harbor Brewing Company debuted a unique, robust 
porter in 2018 featuring local sugar kelp harvested by 
Cornell Cooperative Extension (CCE). It’s long gone, 
but was introduced at a special kelp art and awareness 
event that showcased kelp-derived products, such as 
soaps and food items, demonstrating that kelp offers a 
wide range of applications in the culinary, pharmaceu- 
tical, agricultural and cosmetic industries. 

Another local business, The Montauk Seaweed Sup- 
ply Company, spent nearly a decade of research and 
development in the kelp and seaweed marketplace

before officially launching this year. The company is 
now producing small-batch artisanal harvests of pre- 
mium quality farmed kelp and wild seaweed for the 
first time. The harvest is landing at their partner facil- 
ity in Montauk Harbor, and they have begun carefully 
stabilizing raw deliveries into market-ready fertilizer 
products. In doing this, The Montauk Seaweed Supply 
Company is also making a concerted effort to improve 
the health of local waters. 

In May of this year, Stony Brook Southampton’s 
School of Marine and Atmospheric Sciences (SoMAS) 
Marine Science Center’s Christopher Gobler, Endowed 
Chair of Coastal Ecology and Conservation spoke 
about a funding program that would be the first in 
New York State to offer “nitrogen credit” payments for 
kelp cultivation. He said oyster farmers cultivated ex- 
perimental kelp beds last winter to study kelp’s role in 
reducing nitrogen. 

The results showed that kelp, grown in the off-sea- 
son when boaters are less active on local waterways, 
can be avery effective tool in reducing nitrogen in local 
waters. Gobler said his lab has used grant money over 
the past three years to cultivate sugar kelp on 10 dif- 
ferent oyster farms, producing 10,000 pounds of kelp 
while removing 36 pounds of nitrogen. Kelp farmers 
in the program could potentially produce more than 
70,000 pounds of kelp on one-acre farms, and help ex- 
tract 200 pounds of nitrogen from the waters, earning 
hundreds of dollars of credits during a season when 
they are largely off the water. 

With this new legislation, the East End’s use of lo- 
cally grown kelp will only be limited by the imagina- 
tions of those who harvest it. 


Shoreham-Wading River High School 


Teacher Pleads Guilty to Rape

A 28-year-old Shoreham-Wading River High 
School teacher has admitted to having a sexual 
relationship with a 15-year-old male student for a 
two-month span earlier this year. 

Veronica Pezdan, a Holbrook resident and for- 
mer part time mathematics teacher at the school, 
pleaded guilty December 7 at Suffolk County court 
to a charge of third-degree rape. 

The Shoreham-Wading River School District 


had said a staff member tipped off the district to 
the allegations, which triggered an internal inves- 
tigation before Suffolk County police were con- 
tacted. Special Victims Section detectives later 
arrested the teacher as she drove home from the 
school. 

Pezdan faces up to four years in prison, when 
she is sentenced on February 8. The school dis- 
trict, which noted that the teacher passed New 
York State background checks prior to being 
hired, was fired her immediately after her arrest.

*ve met Ian exactly 

twice, both times brief- 
ly. Yet it is fair to say that 
each time, he profoundly 
influenced my life. 

The first time was when he 
was 3, and it involved an inside- 
the-park home run. This is what 
happened. 

It was the summer of 2009. My 
wife and I had gone from East Hamp- 
ton to Pittsburgh for a long weekend 
visiting her extended family in West- 
ern Pennsylvania, a few miles from 
the Ohio border. 

On Saturday afternoon, everybody, 
about 30 people plus us, was attend- 
ing a covered-dish picnic at a pavilion 
in a park. After an hour, with most 
of the food gone, everyone was still 
sitting around talking when I saw 
Andy Barr, one of my wife’s nephews, 
walking out to a vacant softball field 
adjacent to the pavilion carrying an 
aluminum bat, two mitts and a soft- 
ball. His 6-year-old son James and 
his 3-year-old son Ian walked with 
him. 

Soon they were playing. Barr stood 
on the mound pitching to Ian at home 
plate while James, in a catcher’s 
squat, heckled his younger brother, 
who awkwardly kept swinging and 
missing. 

I thought, sitting there, why don’t 
I join them? It would be fun. So I 
got up and walked over. I stood in 
the most logical spot, considering I 
did not have a mitt. I stood halfway 
between the pitcher and first base. If 
the ball dribbled out to me, I could 
toss it back to Barr on the mound. 

After a while, 3-year-old Ian hit 
the ball and began to run. It was a 
slow bouncer down the first base line 
fair, and I could not believe the first 
thought that came into my head. 

“I hope this little boy picks up the 
ball as he runs by and throws it to 
me.” 

I was thunderstruck that I thought 


this. This is what an old man 

says. An old man points and 
asks people to bring things 
to him. 

At this time, I was 70 
years old. Was I this old 
man? I was not. I started to 
run, stumble actually, toward 

the ball and by the time I got to it, 
the 3-year-old, arms pumping, was 
rounding first, heading for second. 

I knew exactly what I had to do. 
Barr, the father, backpedaled toward 
third. I'd pick up the ball and throw it 
to him and we’ have this little squirt 
out there. 

I hadn’t thrown a ball in years. I 
threw it as hard as I could. It bounced 
just before the mound, then came to 
a halt just beyond it. And with that, 
this little kid rounded third, then 
whooping with his arms raised in 
triumph, crossed home plate, com- 
pleting an inside-the-park home run. 
On me — actually, an inside-the- 
park home run without it leaving the 
infield. 

And I thought: This cannot stand. I 
have to do something. 

Later in the day, we went to my 
wife’s brother’s house where we 
were staying. He had a basketball 
rig on a pole alongside his garage. 
Finding a basketball, I went out 
there alone and for the next half 
hour, shot hoops. I made a few, 
missed most, but it seemed to me 
that basketball agreed with me. It 
would improve my aim, my depth 
perception, my reflexes, coordina- 
tion, strength, blood flow, state of 
mind and wind. 

Midway through this I started 
keeping score. Two points if I made 
a shot. Two points for my invisible 
opponent if I missed. At the end, 
badly beaten, I came into the house 
breathless and sweaty. 

I have been playing basketball six 
days a week since then. It’s been 12 
years. And I’ve gotten pretty good. 
A crowd in my head cheers me on. 
A sports announcer reports the ebb

and flow. My cardiologist, for real, 
tells me that I have no plaque in my 
arteries and that my heart is that of 
an athlete. I am to see him in three 
years. 

My second encounter with Ian 
took place three weeks ago. It was 
in our Manhattan apartment. Late 
in the day, this 15-year-old arrived 
with his aunt and my wife’s sister 
— his grandmother — who were in 
from Pennsylvania to see the sights 
of Manhattan and stay with us. 
They were coming home for dinner 
after touring the Met. 

Ian is taller than me, mild-man- 
nered and helpful. Of course, I had 
to tell him the story of how he had 
changed my life.

Pandemic Resurgence: Kast End Braces for 
COVID-19 Holiday Surge, Omicron Variant

East End communities are seeing an increase in 
the coronavirus positivity rate as the pandemic ap- 
pears to be surging across the region amid holiday 
gatherings and dropping temperatures that fuel the 
virus. 

While the average number of people testing posi- 
tive daily for COVID-19 tripled from about eight 
to around 29 since October in the Town of South- 
ampton, for example, Twin Forks area officials are 
clarifying local rules stemming from the recently 
restored mandate requiring masks in indoor public 
places. All of which comes as health experts warn 
that the highly mutating Omicron variant of the vi- 
rus may complicate efforts to get past the pandemic. 

“We see an increased spread,” said Ryan Mur- 
phy, the public safety and COVID-19 coordinator 
for Southampton Town, describing it as a “sizable 
increase” during the town board during its Decem- 


ber 14 meeting. “It’s not where we were necessarily 
at the height of the pandemic, but it’s not going in 
the direction that we want to be going. We're not as 
high as a lot of other places. I wouldn’t say we're the 
hotbed of spread in Suffolk County ... but this is not 
a positive trend. It’s not where we want to be going. 
We want to see those numbers going down.” 

Positivity rates for the other four East End towns 
were not immediately available. Suffolk County had 
a nearly 8% positivity rate as of December 12, when 
918 cases were diagnosed the same day, according 
to the latest New York State Department of Health 
data available as of press time. Long Island as a re- 
gion had a 6.7% positivity rate — more than double 
the rate in New York City — as a seven-day average, 
according to the state, which saw cases per 100,000 
people rise 58% since last week and had a 70% in- 
crease in COVID-19 hospitalizations since Thanks- 
giving. Suffolk’s cases per 100,000 people rose by 
73% in a week, the state added. 


The trend prompted Gov. Kathy Hochul to rein- 
state the executive order requiring people to wear 
masks indoors in public. 

“The COVID-19 winter surge has significantly 
limited hospital bed capacity in many parts of the 
state, which is why it is more important than ever 
that we utilize the tools we have at our disposal to 
keep ourselves and our families safe and healthy 
this season,” the governor said. “The vaccine is ef- 
fective at reducing the risk of hospitalization from 
COVID-19, and I encourage every New Yorker to get 
theirs, or their booster, as soon as possible. Wear a 
mask, wash your hands and remember we are not 
powerless. Do everything you can to protect your 
community.” 

Critics balked. In neighboring Nassau County, Re- 
publican Bruce Blakeman, who takes over as county 
executive on New Year’s Day, said he won't enforce 
the mask mandate, although Suffolk officials have 
indicated that they will. And U.S. Rep. Lee Zeldin

ary 15. He said it did away with the ability to “mix 
and match” policies. That is, either everyone must 
be masked, or everyone must be vaccinated, but 
there is no longer the flexibility for the vaccinated 
to go maskless. 

“We are certainly seeing some challenges,” Mur- 
phy said, using as an example that 911 operators 
have proven difficult to hear over the phone now 
that they have to wear masks at their desks, result- 
ing in their voices being muffled. 

“Tt’s been a really tough period with people con- 
cerned about Delta surging and people concerned 
about Omicron,” added Southampton Town Super- 
visor Jay Schneiderman. 

As of press time, the state had confirmed four 
cases of the Omicron variant in the county, seven on 
Long Island and 38 statewide. The state health de- 
partment continued to decline repeated requests to 
provide the town in which variants are confirmed, 

-citing patient privacy, despite the fact that health 
officials have released for years the town in which 
patients with diseases of public concern live. So it 
remains unclear if an East End patient is among the 
Omicron cases found in Suffolk. 

The Omicron coronavirus variant has been de- 
tected in 77 countries since it was first identified 
three weeks ago, fueling concerns that its large

number of mutations will help it spread faster and 
evade protection provided by COVID-19 vaccines 
or prior infection. The fast-spreading Delta vari- 
ant remains dominant worldwide, and it is unclear 
whether Omicron is inherently more contagious 
than its predecessor, the World Health Organiza- 
tion (WHO) said. Early data suggests that the new 
variant is spreading faster than previous versions of 
the virus. 

Scientists say it is still too early to know whether 
Omicron causes more or less severe COVID-19 than 
previous versions of the virus. Omicron’s mutations 
are expected to reduce the effectiveness of certain 
manufactured antibody treatments, including some 
sold by Regeneron Pharmaceuticals and Eli Lilly 
& Co. 

It should not be dismissed as “mild”, WHO Di- 
rector-General Tedros Adhanom Ghebreyesus told 
reporters on December 14. 

“Omicron is spreading at a rate we have not seen 
with any previous variant,” Tedros told an online 
briefing. “Even if Omicron does cause less severe 
disease, the sheer number of cases could once again 
overwhelm unprepared health systems.”

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Honoring This Week’s

amesport-based artist Charles’ Wildbank is

What is the name of this whimsical piece, 
and what inspired it? 

This one is one of my earliest works and it is called 
“Candysticks.” I have always inspired by the youth 
of today. They seem to get more vibrant, electric and 
intelligent each year. They are diverse and these col- 
orful candysticks demonstrate that diversity in color

Tell us about the creation process of this 
piece, set up, materials, colors chosen, etc.? 

I work with acrylic paints for the most part as they 
dry quickly enough for me to paint another layer of 
color or tint. Usually I begin with taking photographs 
of an idea I wish to project then do some digital ed- 
iting in Photoshop until satisfied with its forms and 
colors. I also keep the paintbrushes wet if the paint 
should dry too quickly. I enjoy filling rooms with 
color and it is usually the color in my environment 
that would trigger the desire to paint such.

- How would you describe your brand of pho- 
torealism, and how did you develop it? 
Sometimes I alternate between tight or loose pho- 
torealism. At times I prefer less detail and not letting 
detail be the objective of my work. It is enough for me 
to capture the essence of the subject I am painting. 
An example of tight photorealism would be painting 
a city skyline and including every window on every 
floor, or painting a classic automobile with all its 
chrome. I can get impatient in getting the creation 
done while the excitement lasts. However, I am afraid 
my recent painting has gotten me engrossed in detail 
again. In this case, a set of light grid lines are drawn on 
the canvas to correspond with the photograph as seen 
on my laptop, also covered in grid lines. This time the 
painting is a 14th century Flemish type of floral still life, 
*Grand Florale: 2020,” which I will release shortly at a 
private party inside a large manor house in Mill Neck, 


- Long Island for Christmas. I expect to be sharing it in 


the social media very soon. This is what I find exciting 
about the coming 2021 holiday season and I make it so. 
It is mainly because of its monumental size, 12 foot high 
canvas and anachronistic in nature, being more 2020 
than 14th century. That painting happened to take me 
5 months to execute. After New Year's celebration, the 
public will get a chance to view this giant inside my stu- 
dio in Jamesport by appointment. 


What artistic accomplishment are you 
most proud of? 

I’ve had those Cloud Nine moments in my art ca- 
reer. One event was at the Barrett Jackson Classic 
Auction in Scottsdale, Arizona. One banker walked 
in and wrote one check for my entire booth display of 
paintings of Rolls Royces, Bentleys, etc.. That cross 
country drive with trailer in tow for this to happen 
turned out to be more than worth the effort for me. 
I was super elated! Another proud moment was hav- 
ing completed a pair of large murals 4 meters tall 
to be hung on board the Queen Mary 2 oceanliner. 
They were American and British coastal scenes and

anyone can view them on board anytime a cruise is 
booked. They are located on deck three in aft of the 
ship by the elevators. Will there be another commis- 
sion to match or surpass this? I hope so! 


What do you find most rewarding about be- 
ing an artist? 

_ There is everything gratifying about the creative 
process and its outcome! With as little amount of ma- 
terials, one can transmute and stretch their influence 
across space and almost beyond imagine. My life- 
style takes on a more organized direction giving me a 
rudder and billowing sails along with its surprises at 
times. Speaking of sails, I enjoy capturing on canvas 
the majestic waves of the sea, with their rhythmic 
and graceful motion and emotion! As an artist, I get 
to participate in nature activity often to my delight. 


Where can your work be seen in the coming 
weeks, both online and up close? 

I'll be releasing some new works by summer of 2022, 
taking color on a higher amplitude making dreams be- 
come real or let’s say, “photoreal,” perhaps stretching 
photography beyond its usual comfort zone. There is 
more to life than appearances that I enjoy reveling in 
realms of the artistic imagination and put on canvas.

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‘A Westhampton Beach Christmas’ Is 
a Tribute to Winter in the Hamptons

nyone who knows the Hamptons 

knows of the area’s unparalleled 
summer charm, but this widespread 
reputation has caused the wealth of 
winter wonder found here to go largely 
unnoticed. In his latest novel, A Wes- 
thampton Beach Christmas (Touch- 
Point Press), Robert Babirad shines the 
spotlight on the magic and romance to 
be found in the Hamptons around the 
holiday season. ; 

Babirad drew inspiration from his 
early years staying in Remsenburg 
while visiting family for the holidays. 
While the characters and story aren’t 
based on real life, many familiar East 
End locales appear in the book, such as 
Dune Road and Jessup Lane, Moriches 
Bay and Gabreski Airport. 

“A lot of it came from my own memo- 
ries of the holidays and winter in the 
Hamptons, especially the area in and 
around Westhampton Beach, that’s 
what always held a lot of memories for 
me,” Babirad says. “I wanted to write 
a book to show that the holidays and 
the winter season are very special in 
the Hamptons and have a unique feel- 
ing that’s very distinct. It’s not just the 
summer season; everybody always 
just focuses on the summer, there’s 
so much emphasis on it, but it’s really 
beautiful even in the winter.” 

In his novel, he lovingly describes 
the “beauty of the landscape,” espe- 
cially in the villages of Westhampton 
Beach and East Hampton where in 
the winter “it’s quieter. There’s a tran- 
quility and a friendliness among the 
people, calmness and beauty to it that’s 
very different from the summer, which 
is beautiful in its own way.” He contin- 
ues, “I was thinking about how differ- 
ent it is from Midtown Manhattan at 
Christmas and all the chaos around 
Rockefeller Center. You’re anonymous. 
You get more of a sensation of how 
many people there are in the world, 
and you get lost in a kind of anonymity. 
How different it is when you're on the 
Village Green in Westhampton Beach 
during the holidays, and it’s so peace- 
ful. You feel this sense of belonging, 
this sense of calm, that contrasts so 
much with (Christmas in the city).” 

Of course, A Westhampton Beach 
Christmas isn’t just a brochure for 
Hamptons winter tourism, it’s a grip- 
ping tale of passion, big dreams and 


shocking twists. The book’s protago- 
nist, Dani, runs a successful French 
bistro in WHB but wishes to follow 
in her family’s footsteps by entering 
the Long Island wine business. When 
a mysterious man of the city, Marcos, 
enters her Hamptons life looking for 
fresh air and a commercial real estate 
acquisition, she is confronted with a 
different perspective and a chance at 
love. As Dani and Marcos learn more 
about each other, and themselves, over 
a Christmas to remember, will their 
romance forge a unified dream or will 
one’s selfish motives leave the other out 
in the cold? 

Having worked in New York City 
and lived in the Hamptons, Babirad 
explains that some of Marcos’ city 
perspective and Dani's East End per- 
spective are reminiscent of his own. 
He, too, is unsure how urbanites are

supposed to return to the hustle after 
a peaceful stay in the Hamptons, and 
he’s passionate about land preserva- 
tion and fascinated about East End 
winemaking and history. 

In fact, getting to interview local 
winemakers and research things he'd 
taken for granted, such as the West- 
hampton Post Office’s Depression-era 
mural, “gave (him) a new appreciation” 
and was one of his top three favorite 
and most fulfilling aspects of writing 
this book.

Mostly we'd be 
in private homes.” 

Julie studied acting at Brown. And 
when she graduated, she made a bold 
decision. 

“T decided to move to L.A. and try to 
find myself. If I had thought more about 
it, I might not have done it. But I went. I 
wanted to be an actress. I wanted to see 
what would happen.” 

Another girl from Brown had gone 
to Los Angeles and was doing theater 
there. Julie called her and arranged 
to move in with her. She would have a 
base from which to read the trade jour- 
nals and go off on auditions.

Back at the Ranch Concert: 


Billy Joel & Paul Simon Rock Montauk

: ast year, on a Thursday afternoon 
in August, Paul Simon gave a 
concert in Montauk on the grounds of 
the Indian Field Ranch. The concert 
began at four with about 6,000 people 
sitting on blankets and lawn chairs 
in a pasture at the ranch. There were 
warm up bands for an hour. And then 
Paul Simon played for two hours, with 
a 15-minute intermission. Billy Joel 
filled in during these 15 minutes and 


played four numbers that were abso- 
lutely smashing. The concert ended 
around 7 p.m., at which time everyone 
left, filled with music and good feeling, 
and went off to various Montauk res- 
taurants for dinner. 

That concert was so successful — it 
raised about $200,000 for charity — 
that Rusty Leaver who owns the ranch 
and ran the promotion, decided to 
hold such an event again this year with 
a similar cast of characters, but with 
the lead singers reversed. Billy Joel 
would be the star performer. Paul Si- 
mon would be the back up. Other per- 
formers, notably Carly Simon, might 


stop by. 

It should be noted that these con- 
certs are extraordinary events requir- 
ing the permission of the Town of East 
Hampton. The town gave permission 
for the first concert and after it’s suc- 
cess happily gave permission for the 
second one. It is likely, however, that 
they will think long and hard about al- 
lowing a concert in a third year. 

For some reason, what Rusty Leaver 
and Company brought to the ranch last 
week was a very different thing than 
what they had brought the year before. 
Unlike the first concert which was 
family oriented, held in the afternoon 
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and something you could go to with 
grandparents and children, this was, 
instead, a true rock concert for young 
people. The good things that had been 
at the first concert seem to have been 
thrown out. And yet, nobody coming 
to the concert had been told in any of 
the media that this was happening, 
and so the same sort of people came 
— the old, the young, the people who 
wanted to lie on the ground and look at 
the stars — and many of them left ex- 
pressing bitter disappointment vow- 
ing they would not come again. 

Who will come back — and there 
is little doubt that either Billy Joel or 
Paul Simon could fill this field with 
anybody whenever they wanted — are 
the teenagers and the beer drinkers 
and the wild crowd that goes to any 
sort of rock concert anywhere in the 
world. Why it had been necessary to 
change this concert so those who are 
not into rock music should be booted 
out to be replaced by rock groupers is'a 
mystery to me.

allpaper has 
come along way 
in the 46 years 
that Jeffrey 
DiFilippo has 
been working as 
a paperhanger. 

Its not just a floral pattern in your 
grandmother’s bathroom. Wall coverings 
come in an array of textiles, from fuzzy 
velvets to leather, from linen and silk fabrics 
to marbled and mylar paper. Elizabeth Dow 
makes a birch-bark wall covering that 
could make you feel like you’re in a forest. 
DiFilippo has worked with a mother-of- 
pearl seashell luxury wallcovering and has 
even hung pheasant feathers laminated on 
paper. 

“There’s been a lot of growth in this 
industry where, if you can dream it up, they 
put it on wallpaper and | install it,” says 
DiFilippo. 
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Wallpaper hanging is a finishing trade that 
is a bit of an exacting art form. Attention to 
detail and being clean and orderly are key. 
One false move can throw off the entire 
end-product. 

“What you need to have is patience,” he 
explains. “You need to be good with your 
hands. It’s very artistic — cutting around 
intricate moldings, having an eye for the 
pattern, what’s going to look good where.” 

DiFilippo began his career in New York 
City, but with a home in Bridgehampton for 
the last 20 years he has also gained a steady 
following of high-end clientele on the East 
End. He still has a place in Brooklyn and a 
recent move to Moriches has allowed him to 
continue working throughout Long Island, 
New York City and Greenwich, Connecticut. 

The job has even taken him overseas for 
customers who trust his work. He’s hung 
paper on the private island of Mustique in 
the Caribbean and clients have flown him 


to Paris, Provence, London and even Saudi 
Arabia. 

“There are no boundaries to where we'll 
work,” DiFilippo says. 

Nowadays, he has 10 people working under 
him, all of whom he trained himself. For the 
last 20 years, he has been doing business as 
J.D. Paperhanging Corp. 

DiFilippo works closely with several 
decorators and has gained a reputation for 
being able to do difficult jobs. 

He says he feels lucky to have carved 
out this niche career for himself, since it 
was something he kind of happened into. 
Hanging wallpaper never entered his mind 
when he was thinking about a career. 
DiFilippo had hopes of being an engineer, 
but admits he didn’t want to take all the 
required courses so he stopped attending 
college. His mother, an interior decorator for 
ahalf-century, suggested he attend the now 
defunct United States School of Professional 
Paperhanging in Rutland, Vermont, as she 
knew the man who ran the school. 

He took a three-month course, hanging 
wallpaper every day in mock kitchens 
and bathrooms and on staircases. After 
graduation, he went on to work as an 
apprentice. 

“Back in 1976, when I started, I worked 
with one of the top wallpaper installers in 
New York City — all higher-end work. That’s 
how I learned my trade and it was a labor of 
love, and it was very good to me.” 

Over the course of his career, the industry 
has been “completely revamped.” he says. 
“It’s almost like putting a piece of artwork 
on the walls sometimes,” DiFilippo adds, 
describing the materials. “Decorative 
instincts” are a must. “I guess I got that 
from my mom.” 

Different materials require different 
installation techniques and installers must 
be able to adapt, he says. 

“A lot of people who are making these 
products don’t know how it’s going to react 
in an open environment,” he continues. “A 
lot of times, you’re working on the fly.” 

Even the term wallpaper has become 
too general, DiFilippo says. “It’s more like 
‘wall covering,” because there are so many 
different materials being used — “Youre 
doing a lot of intricate materials that are 
very meticulous.” 

Like any trend, some materials he 
worked with when he started are making 
a comeback. Grasscloth wallpaper, woven 
strands of natural fibers adhered to thin 
rice paper, is one example. “That was big 
when | started in the late ‘7os, now in the 
2000s there are certain companies that 


make it exclusively.” 

It’s also a material where it is important to 
have the right installer. “If it doesn’t match 
up, you see every panel,” he says. 

Gracie, which makes hand-painted 
wallpaper, offers custom artwork design. 
Exact measurements are taken to ensure the 
panels are seamless — if the right installer 
does the work. 

DiFilippo loves a challenge, though. 

“I like to take on jobs that others won’t,” 
he says. “I like to be creative. I’ve had 
decorators wrap everything that didn’t 
move in wallpaper. You have to be very 
creative to get that finished look. In the end 
it’s so satisfying.” 

One difficult job he recalls was witha glass 
bead wallpaper. “Picture little ball bearings 
made out of glass and then glued to paper. 
Picture how heavy that would be. I had to 
hang that on a ceiling once — a sheet 4.5 feet 
wide by 14 feet long. I had to figure out how 
to do it.” 

Just how did he manage? He made a 
template with another easier covering and 
used a PVC bar with right angles to install 
it. “It was pretty crazy,” he says. “No one is 
going to tell you how to do that on a ceiling. 
It’s almost impossible.” 

Decorators appreciate that he makes their 
ideas work, he says. “You dream it up, I can 
do it.” 

In his home, DiFilippo has also gotten 
creative. He prefers the coverings that really 
stand out and when he moved to Moriches 
he put up a wall covering that looked like 
distressed wood in texture and color. He put 
the same covering on the vaulted ceilings 
at 45-degree angles. He and his wife were 
going for a beachy vibe so he even created 
a three-dimensional mural. He bought a 
coastal mural that shows beach grass with 
emerald blue water and a blue sky and 
overlaid it with the wood wall covering to 
create the illusion of columns holding up 
the roof. It makes it seem as if the scene is 
happening beyond his porch. 

“IUs just something I love,” DiFilippo says 
of the installation process, and while he has 
assistants, he enjoys putting on his whites 
and getting to work. “I love when I just put 
on a radio and just install.” 

Asked if paper hanging is hard on the 
body, he explains that it’s not as taxing as 
one might think, though at 64 DiFilippo 
says he’s fortunate not to have any joint 
problems. 

“Its more like meditative. Picture it — 
you're in beautiful surroundings. .. at some 
of them I’m overlooking the ocean. I don’t 
even stop to eat.” 


While DiFilippo oversees 10 in his crew, he still enjoys putting on his whites and working with wall 
coverings himself.

nless you have a flair for 
decorating or are the 
next Martha Stewart, 
you might have some 
difficulty coming up 
with ideas for setting 
your table for Christmas 
beyond the obvious red placemat. Perhaps 
it's not creativity you lack, but rather a 
sense of pulling it together so that it does 
not look like a Christmas tree exploded all 
over the table. 

There is a fine line between an elegant 
setting and an overdone mishmash of 
Christmas paraphernalia. 

For some advice, Behind ‘Ihe Hedges 
turned to the experts — those with an eye 
for detail and an understanding of what the 
average host can handle with the Christmas 
countdown on. 


Lou Guillen, the president of Dutch Petals, 
a flower shop that supplies arrangements 
to stores like Citarella as well as direct to 
consumers, says the traditional holiday 
colors — reds, greens and whites — are the 
most popular this time of year. 


When a customer comes into Dutch 


Petals’ new shop on County Road 39 in 
Southampton looking to create a floral 
arrangement, the design team always first 
asks about the table itself. [s it round or 
rectangular? How big is it? “This will set the 
starting point for any design,” he says. 

For those looking to create a centerpiece 
on their own, Guillen says, “In many cases 
you don’t have to look far for holiday greens; 
a holly tree, White Pine branches, even 
Arborvitae all can be used as a base for any 
table arrangement.” 

Next, pick out a container before selecting 
the flowers. “I have personally found some 
great unique containers in Riverhead, and 
once decorated with beautiful flowers 
they look incredible. At Dutch Petals we 
frequently have customers bring in their 
favorite containers and ask us to make an 
arrangement in them,” he says. 

“Next on the shopping list for the DIY 
florist should be some Floral Oasis, easily 
cut to size and soaked overnight,” says 
Guillen. Floral Oasis is a brand of a water- 
absorbing structure that holds stems in 
place and keeps flowers fresher longer. 
Dutch Petals sells the foam and uses it in 
their arrangements. “It’s very difficult for 
the beginner to make a table arrangement 


without this as flowers will be falling from 
side to side and things get frustrating 
quickly!” 

Another tip, Guillen offers, is to line the 
inside of the container, assuming it’s glass, 
with either a leaf or green ribbon, for 
appearances’ sake. 

“We try to keep it simple, yet elegant,” he 
says, “Don’t try to fill the arrangement with 
too many different colors or flower types. 
Pick maybe three or four maximum and 
build with those.” 

Don’t underestimate the power of simple, 
white orchids. “White orchids are always 
a favorite out here in the Hamptons and a 
stunning orchid arrangement will make 
any holiday kitchen island light up,” he 
says. His “Orchids Galore” arrangement is 
a best-seller year-round. 

Arrangements should be kept low, at a 
maximum of eight to 10 inches tall, “or 
your guests won't be able to see one another 
across the tables,” Guillen cautions. “We 
often suggest making a taller arrangement 
in similar colors for a bar or kitchen island 
area where people are sure to gather, and 
choose one common flower to complement 
the centerpiece.” 

He suggests buying a few extra bunches 
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of the selected flowers. “For a_ large 
arrangement it can take a lot of individual 
flower stems to fill it up and it’s most always 
underestimated. Any leftovers can always 
be used in small bud-type vases and placed 
in a guest bathroom,” he says. 


“| think you should keep it simple because 
you have so much to do,” says Michael Grim, 
who with Jim Osburn at the Bridgehampton 
Florist has been dressing up Hamptons 
homes with flowers for 30 years. 

Grim, known to many as the florist Ina 
Garten of the Barefoot Contessa trusts 
to deliver timeless pieces for her table, 
suggests starting with evergreens a week 
before the holiday and then building on 
them. The evergreens can be a centerpiece 
for the middle of the table or a long piece 
that extends the length of the table. 

“Get it from the garden or go to a florist 
and get something already made in terms of 
evergreens that are made for a mantlepiece.” 
he says. 

Then drop in pine cones from the backyard 
and keep embellishing. Ideas include seed 


pods, pomegranate in the kitchen for a 
holiday dish, berries or nuts. “It’s something 
you can work on all week and not worry 
about doing on the 23rd and 24th.” 

Candles can be placed in tall and short 
votives amid the evergreen centerpiece to 
illuminate the table when guests are about 
to arrive. 

In a recent Instagram post on the 
Bridgehampton Florist’s page, Grim also 
places miniature wreaths on top of the 
dishes. Each wreath’s red bow drapes over 
the green napkin at the place setting. 

Christmas candy is also not just for 
the stockings of those with a sweet tooth 
anymore. Grim repurposes the easily 
accessible candy to dress up tables and 
mantles. 

In addition to garland for the mantle at the 
American Hotel, he filled glass apothecary 
jars with ribbon candy, red and green 
spice drops, peppermint rounds and other 
assorted candies. 

On the table for an event, he placed pink 
carnations in a container surrounded by 
candy canes adorned with a red ribbon. 
Peppermint encircled the small candle

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votives. Red and white striped placemats sat 
on top of a white table cloth. Red chargers 
were stacked with white plates and red 
napkins with a single candy cane on each 
tied the table together. 

“It’s very simple, very basic is how I see it,” 
he says. 


Sisters Kendra Vellante and Carlyn 
Vellante know a thing or two about creating 
the perfect tablescape. Through their 
business, Destination Haus, a gallery and 
home décor store in Montauk, they not only 
sell items for any table, but they curate 
tablescapes for events and even private 
outdoor picnics. 

“Before choosing décor, I would say know 
your group. Who you’re hosting is key. From 
there, we always start by choosing a theme 
and color scheme, and invest in timeless 
table décor that we'll re-use —we love to 
keep our business sustainable,” says Kendra. 
“For instance, if you know your party loves 
a specific cocktail, make sure to include 
the right glassware to accommodate. Or 
if new friends are joining the table, make

sure everyone has a customized place card 
and choose their seats right to enhance 
conversations around the table. No small 
detail goes unnoticed!”

“This time of the year, we have Christmas 
cactus, poinsettia, cyclamen and kalanchoe 
that make the season bright. We also have 
small trees like the lemon cypress and 
rosemary or, if you want some fragrance, 
you can try the lavender tree!”

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round this time last 
year, neighbors to 15 
acres of North Fork 


farmland off Deep Hole 
Creek in Mattituck 
became aware of plans 
to develop a seven-lot 


subdivision there. 

It was a devastating thought for those who, 
like Michelle Roussan, call it “the last little 
gem left on the North Fork.” The wide open 
space, the scenic water vista, the memory of 
what once was — all in peril. 

Concerned community members sprang 
into action to preserve 4180 New Suffolk 
Avenue and, despite a booming real estate 
market and a pandemic, not only hatched 
a plan with the Peconic Land Trust to 
permanently protect the property, but have 
nearly delivered on it. 

What began as a seed of community 
concern blossomed into 120 supporters 
and donors. In just a few months, $625,000 
in community donations have been 
raised toward the purchase by the trust, 
and the Town of Southold has agreed to 
simultaneously purchase the development 
rights. The land trust will become the 
“interim owner” of the property and 
continue to look for a conservation buyer 
to purchase the land for the purposes of 
cultivation. 

The Peconic Land Trust is a nonprofit 
organization that has helped conserve more 
than 13.000 acres on Long Island since 1983. 

The fundraising is not over just yet: There 
is stilla $280,000 gap that needs to be filled, 
between contract and closing costs, such as 
environmental assessments and attorney 
fees, as well as costs associated with owning 
the land, such as property taxes and land 
stewardship for up to a year or more. 

“New Suffolk Avenue is one of those iconic 
North Fork roads,” says Alison Delaney, the 
development officer at the Peconic Land 
Trust. Located off Main Road, on the south 
side of the North Fork, the avenue runs 3.5 
miles from the Handy Pantry down to the 
water. 

“A lot of people like to cycle here, bird, 
kayak nearby, even take a walk,” says 
Delaney, who also lives in Mattituck. 

“Its a well-known thoroughfare,” she 
adds. 

The 15-acre parcel at the southeast corner 
of New Suffolk Avenue and Marratooka Road 
is the last parcel of undeveloped property 
along Deep Hole Creek, one of the access 
points in the area to the Peconic Bay. 

In arecent interview, Roussan recalls how 
when she first came to the United States

from France, she and her husband drove by 
the land. “It was, at the time, a beautiful field 
of rye,” she says. “I just loved to just look at 
it in the wind. It reminded me so much of 
my country — I grew up in open space and 
farmland. I thought it was just magical this 
piece of land.” 

“Fifty years later, | passed by and saw the 
potential building of houses. I really freaked 
out,” she says of the public hearing notice 
that went up in December of 2020. 

As the president of the New Suffolk Civic 
Association, someone suggested to her 
that they try and save the land. “I felt as a 
member of the board of the civic association, 
protecting the quality of life of our residents 
is part of our mission,” Roussan explains. 

The hard reality is that “with the 


increased influx of population because of 
the pandemic and the never-ending desire 
for a second home there is less and less land 
on the North Fork.” she says. 

A number of community residents joined 
that virtual public hearing in January of 
2021 and realized town approvals were 
likely. A small group reached out to the 
Peconic Land Trust for guidance and “it was 
a snowball effect.” Delaney recalls. There 
were near-weekly meetings with a steering 
committee made up mostly of community 
members. 

Something would have to happen quickly 
if the land was to be preserved. The Koehler 
family, which owns the property under 
the Koehler Family Limited Partnership, 
was far along in the process to subdivide,

and the parcel, after a number of years on 
the market, most recently at $3.3 million, 
had two offers from developers, according 
to Delaney. Southold Town was limited in 
what it could pay to purchase the property 
and offers from developers meant the price 
was higher. 

The land trust does not usually purchase 
property outright, but instead prefers to 
assist in obtaining a conservation buyer 
— someone who will farm the land after 
purchase. Without such a buyer readily 
available, the nonprofit stepped in, rather 
than lose the property to development. 

“We had to go to the bank and get funds 
in order to make this happen on behalf of 
the community and the town,” Delaney 
explains. 

There is a misconception amongst the 
public that the Peconic Land Trust receives 
money from the 2-percent transfer tax. It 
is the municipality that receives revenues 
from this tax on property sales, through 
the Peconic Bay Regional Community 
Preservation Fund, and while the coffers 
have grown during the pandemic as homes 
sold at rapid rates, that doesn’t mean the 
towns are flush with cash. 


“The towns are seeing a lot of revenue, but 
there’s also equally a rush for conservation,” 
Delaney says. 

As home prices rise so has the price 


of conservation, and municipalities are 
restricted in that they cannot pay more than 
the appraised value. The towns also have to 
weigh different conservation projects. The 
town graciously reacted to the community’s 
desire to preserve this land, she says. 

“As fast as their money is coming in, 
they are trying to allocate it and turning it 
around. But they can’t move as quickly and 
agilely as us,” Delaney says. 

That is why it was so critical for the 
community to step forward. 

“We conveyed that to the community and 
they were essentially willing to offset the 
shortfall,” says Holly Sanford, the project 
manager for the Peconic Land Trust. 

With a willing seller, fundraising quickly 
began. Pledges and donations were already 
rolling in by March. Roussan and several 
other community members helped educate 
their neighbors by sending out email blasts 
about their effort and the importance of 
giving, in both big and small quantities. 

“If we bring more houses there, more 
swimming pools, more pollution, more cars 
— if we destroy what is natural, we know 
what happens, the consequence,” Roussan 
says. “Once you destroy something you 
cannot get it back, it’s finished.” 

Momentum quickly built. The enthusiasm 
from the community was impressive from 
the beginning, Roussan says. “We couldn’t 
give up. Honestly, when we started I never 
thought we would make it. This was like a 
dream,” she says. “I guess we had so much 
energy and so much passion about this 
project that it became contagious. And it

worked.” 

Ultimately, the Southold Town Board 
approved purchasing the development 
rights for aportion of the property. The town 
will pay $69,000 per acre for approximately 
12 acres, according to a resolution passed 
earlier this month. 

“Projects like this usually take two years, 
maybe three, but there was such an urgency to 
this we have really been in overdrive the last 
u1 months to bring this to fruition,” Sanford 
says. Because of the offers the seller had, “We 
had a shorter timeline.” she adds. “We’ve been 
working non-stop for 11 months.” 

The land trust went into contract with 
the Koehlers in September. Sanford and 


Delaney hope they will be able to close 
within the next six weeks. 

Delaney says well over 100 donors across 
the North Fork have given or pledged money 
in a vast range of quantities, from $20 to in 
excess of $100,000 while interest — and 
support in terms of dollars — continues to 
build. 

“I think it also speaks to a bit of amoment 
in time — the increased popularity [of 
the North Fork], even pre-pandemic, but 
certainly during the pandemic,” Delaney 
says. “More people are here and that comes 
with a lot of benefit and concern from local 
residents,” she says. 

“A lot of folks are at home more than ever,

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paying attention and seeing parcels like 
this coming up on the open market,” she 
says, adding that there is a feeling that if 
they don’t act now, the land will soon be 
gone for good. 

The average donation is about $2,000, but 
Delaney says no gift is too little to make a 
difference. “The strategy we’ve had since 
the beginning,” she explains, is “If you give 
$20 and you get 10 of your neighbors to do 
the same thing and 50 neighborhoods do 
that across the North Fork . . . couple that 
with a few more large donations . . . and 
collectively that will get this where they 
need to be.” 

Delaney also points out that the land trust 
is accepting pledges, a written promise to 
donate when the project happens. Some 
people, she explains, may not have money 
to give toward the project this year, but 
they can still pledge an amount for 2022 
or even 2023. This allows the organization 
to finance the money up front and move 
forward. 

“It’s not too late for this project,” says 
Sanford. Pledges “will help get us there in 
the next few weeks.” 

Roussan credits Delaney and Sanford for 
pushing the project forward. “I don’t know 
if people realize how lucky we are to have 
an organization willing to make this kind 
of investment in the community,” she says 
of the land trust. 

“This time of the year, where we have a 
tendency to write a check, this to me is my 
number one organization,” Roussan says. 
“Saving the planet really begins in our 
backyard.”

sat on these very low, backless seats 
for two and then three hours and by 
this time the older people either want- 
ed to go home because they were so 
uncomfortable or the younger people 
were asleep. I am told the idea was to 
fit more people into Rusty Leaver’s 
pasture and surely in that sense it was 
a great success. But in every other way 
it was a disaster. 

By 9 ovclock, after this huge crowd 
had filled itself up on cheap hot dogs 
and hamburgers selling for $2.50 and 
sodas selling for $2, (was the cater- 
ing income for charity?) many people 
went home disappointed. They did not 
see Billy Joel. They felt taken advan- 
tage of. A pregnant woman, two rows 
in front of me, got up to leave early and 
fell down — she had been on these hay 
bales for three hours — and had to be 
assisted out. 

I know that one service warm-up 
bands perform at any concert is to 
provide a kind of not-terrific perfor- 
mance for a while so that the main 
event sounds even better when it fi- 
nally comes out. If they were terrific, 
after all, they would be the main event. 

In this sense, Paul Simon who came 
on at about 10 minutes past 9, per- 
formed a very quiet and careful set. 


The gentleman that he is, he did not 
want to upstage or steal the show from 
what would come later — Billy Joel. 
And so he too, unlike in 1990, would 
have to be considered not-terrific. 

And thus it was that finally, around 
10 after 10 in the evening, four hours 
after it all began, huge strobe lights 
came on turning the field for the first 
time into an illumination approximat- 
ing day, to herald the arrival of who 
everyone had been waiting for since 6 
oclock: Billy Joel. 

And indeed, as everyone knew he 
would be, Billy Joel was absolutely 
terrific. He is a talented, magnificent 
performer, and he has a commanding 
voice that fills whatever arena he plays 
in, and between songs he had lots of 
nice things to say about Long Island 
and Montauk. He is a Long Islander 
after all. Then Paul Simon came out to 
join him for a duet. 

But who has the stamina or desire 
to battle traffic for an hour and a half 
to get to the event, then go through a 
bag check and pocket frisk and wait 
for four hours sitting on an itchy hay 
bale to finally begin to hear who you 
came for? The only people I know are 
the rock groupies, the ones who can 
get all excited about hearing a perfor- 


mance given by Rik Okecek who was 
a member of The Cars. They'll put up 
with anything. 

“You don’t know Rik Okecek? You 
don’t know The Cars, man?” I heard 
a pony tailed man in his 20s say to a 
woman of about 35. Okecek was one of 
the warm up bands. 

Having seen numerous scuffles 
break out — particularly around 9 
oclock — and having sniffed that 
sweet smell of pot for a good part of the 
evening and having listened to people 
clap rhythmically and impatiently 
(and rudely) for Billy Joel as the warm- 
up bands continued for two hours or 
more, I decided to call East Hampton 
Police Chief Scott the next morning to 
see how everything had fared. 

“Four arrests, disorderly conduct, 
intoxication and so forth,” he said. “We 
had 43 police officers for this concert. 
East Hampton Town, East Hampton 
Village, the Long Island Park Police, 
the State Police, the Suffolk County 
Sheriffs, and the Park Rangers. They 
did a magnificent job.” 

I asked Chief Scott if the concert had 
paid anything for this police work and 
he said they did not. He said that. he 
believed they had a private security 
force on premises of eight members. 


“This was a much bigger problem 
this year than last,” he told me. “We 
estimated 6,000 to 7,000 cars where 
last year there had been 3,000 cars. 
It’s not easy keeping Route 27 open 
when you have that many cars all try- 
ing to get into one lot.” 

Since a Billy Joel or Paul Simon con- 
cert will sell out no matter what, the 
real question then is who do you want 
to sell it out to? In the first year, it sold 
out to local people, summer people, 
families and some rock groupies. With 
the changes made in the 1991 concert, 
it will be sold out, in 1992, to almost all 
rock groupies. 

If the idea is to raise money for the 
Montauk Historical Society or the Na- 
ture Conservancy, there doesn’t seem 
to be any sense in making this change 
as the dollar bills from one group are 
the same as from the other. 

And Montauk is not Altamont. No- 
body wants to see the community 
wrecked. So the sad part is that if 
Rusty Leaver and Co. do not change 
this back to what it was last year, they 
will have a very hard time persuad- 
ing the town to allow them to hold the 
thing at all. And in that sense, for no 
apparent reason, they will have ruined 
avery good thing.

¢. Gomme silent war is going on 
in the Hamptons. It takes 
place every Sunday night and it 
involves garbage. On the one side 
are New Yorkers, many of them 
quite wealthy, who are driving in 
their BMWs and Mercedes back to 
Manhattan. On the other side is 
everybody else, but especially any 
merchant on the highway with a 
dumpster. 

The New Yorkers are agile and 
fast. The merchants are backed 
up by the town and village po- 
lice departments and even the 
state police which have all got- 
ten involved. It is, however, un- 
clear whether any crime is being 
committed. 

One of the first casualties of 
this war is a New York stockbro- 
ker who has been asked by the 
East Hampton Town police to 
stop by the police station this 
Fourth of July weekend at his 
convenience to receive a sum- 


mons. He has been involved for ~ 


the past two months in an ongoing 
battle to leave his household 
garbage in the dumpster of an 
East Hampton merchant when 
he goes back to the city Sunday 
nights. 

The merchant, having learned 
the address of the stockbroker by 
examining the garbage, returns 
the garbage to the manicured 
lawn of stockbroker. The stock- 
broker brings the garbage back 
to the dumpster. It goes back and 
forth. 

I will tell you that this is a true 
story and that the merchant in- 
volved is someone I know very 
well. However, the way this gar- 
bage is going back and forth has 
led the merchant to believe that 
this man might be quite vindic- 
tive. He has asked that I not men- 
tion the name of his store. I have 
decided I also will not mention the 
name of the New Yorker, although 
I certainly know, as does the mer- 
chant, a great deal about him. One 
of the items he threw out was a 
copy of his 1990 IRS income tax 
return. 


“Look at this,” the merchant 


said. “He has declared income 
of $684,466 in the year of 1990. 
He has all sorts of assets. An 
apartment on the Upper East 
Side. He can afford to have his 
garbage hauled away. But ap- 
parently, trash is just something 
for somebody else to deal with. 
His property in East Hampton, 
you can walk right off his lawn 
and onto the grounds of the Maid- 
stone Club. He has a gardener. 
When we brought his trash back 
there — it is in plastic garbage 
bags — each time we placed it 
neatly right by his front door. 
But he doesn’t want to get the 
message.” 

I should tell you a little about 
the merchant without giving him 
away. He is well-to-do, retired 
from the very sort of job in New 
York this stockbroker has, and he 
is enjoying being a very leisurely 
country merchant. He sells very 
expensive things, much of which 
he collects. He did, in his day, be- 
long to the very same clubs this 
stockbroker apparently belongs to. 
He doesn’t like having this man’s 


garbage in his own garbage pickup, 
which, like the rest of us, he pays 
for. 

The problem, for the merchant, 
began on April 29, a Monday. 
He had come in the morning to 
open his shop and had put the 
key in the lock when he saw this 
mound of garbage bags in his 
dumpster. 

They were strange bags. Not 
his. 

Curious, he opened one. He 
found a basket of used _ ten- 
nis balls, some pampers, some 
boxes that had contained chil- 
dren’s toys, various tissues and 
food scraps, and then this tax 
return. 

It was the tax return that got 
him — $684,466 a year and an Up- 
per East Side address. It made him 
angry. 

“We looked his name up in the 
local directory, found where he 
lived, and we took his garbage back 
to put it on his lawn. I then went 
to the Town Police department. I 
told them about this. I gave them 
a copy of the tax return. They said 
there was nothing they could do 
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and asked if I want to file a com- 
plaint. What was my date of birth? 
What has that got to do with it, I 
asked.” 

_ Though the police were not very 
forthcoming on this first com- 
plaint, it should be noted that 
they have been and are very ac- 
tive in this War of the Sunday 
Garbage. 


At 6 p.m., when the East Hamp- - 


ton dump closes, they station a po- 
lice car right by the chain link fence 
at the entrance. The policeman in 
this police car is an intimidating 
force right adjacent to the big sign 
that says the dump is closed at six. 
And when the weekenders in their 
cars drive up the long driveway 
to the fence to drop their trash 
before heading home, they just 
make a U-turn and drive away. 
The town has found that if they do 
not station a police car there, then 
on Monday morning the High- 
way Department arrives to find 
mounds of garbage bags by the 
fence. 

I mentioned that the State Po- 
lice are involved in the war. It 
seems that an obvious spot for 
people to dump their garbage — 
it is now still in their car along 
with the kids, the tennis rackets, 
the wife and the golf clubs slowly 
turning rancid — is the historic 


rest stop at the head of Georgica 
Pond by Sapore di Mare restau- 
rant. This is a state highway, and 
though the state police do not sta- 
tion an officer there on Sunday 
afternoon and evening, they do 
show up Monday morning and go 
through the trash. They send out 
a bill to whoever’s trash they can 
determine is there. They really 
do. 

Two weeks went by. And there 
it was, once again, the garbage 
from the same stockbroker in the 
merchant’s dumpster. More pam- 
pers and food, an empty Barone 
Fini wine container. A bill from 
a Manhattan storage company 
for storage of skis and ski equip- 
ment. He could hardly believe 
it. 

“Here is what disturbed me the 
second time. Let us assume for a 
minute that he still failed to make 
any arrangements to get rid of his 
garbage on Sunday. Going down the 
Montauk Highway there are more 
than a hundred merchants with 
a hundred dumpsters. He knew 
I had returned the garbage. He 
chose to put it back where it came 
from.” 

Once again the merchant went to 
the police. Once again they asked 
him all about himself and his date 
of birth and once again he became 


agitated. 

“T’ll put the report in the bas- 
ket,” the officer said, “but if it isn’t 
filled out just right it might wind 
up in the garbage.” 

Where would the police gar- 
bage go? Once again, the mer- 


chant took the _— stockbroker’s 
garbage back down to the 
house and placed it by the front 
door. 

The matter came to a head one 
week later. That Monday morn- 
ing, once again, there was gar- 
bage from the stockbroker in the 
merchant’s dumpster. This time, 
however, there was also garbage 
that was double bagged. And 
when the merchant opened it, he 
found that it contained the very 
same garbage he had returned to 
the stockbroker from the week 
before. 

There are several other shops 
in this area, and several other 
shop owners came over to have a 
look. 

“I think these tennis balls 
were used only once,” one of 
these neighbors said, bouncing 
one. 

“Put it back,” the merchant 
said. “I am returning everything. 
EVERYTHING!” 

There was something very odd 
about how the stockbroker had 


made this latest drop off. All 
the new garbage, not the double 
bagged garbage from the week be- 
fore, had been carefully prepared 
so as not to contain any evidence 
about where it had come from. 
No magazines, no junk mail, no 
newspapers. 

But whoever did it was not 
careful enough. Down at the 
very bottom the merchant found 
a single, damp envelope, ad- 
dressed to the stockbroker and 
containing an invitation to a 
fundraiser. 

This time, at the police depart- 
ment, action would be_ taken. 
They'd talk to the stockbroker at 
his place of business. After great 
effort, the police were able to break 
through a formidable barrier of 
secretaries manning telephones 
to tell the stockbroker there was a 
summons waiting for him in East 
Hampton. 

He wouldn’t be out for sev- 
eral weeks, he said. He would 
be out for the Fourth of July 
weekend. 

“That’s just fine,” the police 
said. “When you do come out, 
stop in at the police station 
please. We have something for 
you.” 

And this is something he cannot 
throw in the garbage.

veryone knows that the East 

Hampton Town Police Depart- 
ment uses a department store man- 
nequin dressed up as a_ police officer 
to deter speeders. For four years, they 
have stationed this silent police offi- 
cer, known as “Manny Quinn” behind 
the wheel of a police car they have 
parked along the sides of busy roads. 
Drivers see what appears to be a po- 
liceman in a police car and they slow 
down. Manny Quinn is doing his job. 

Now, however, the department has 
accepted as a gift and put into service 
a dummy police car for Manny Quinn 
to sit in. It made its first appearance 
this past Saturday, with Manny at the 
wheel, in front of Town Marina on 
Three Mile Harbor Road, facing south 
where motorists could see it from one 
mile away. The dummy police car 
is the gift of Manhattan millionaire 
businessman Roger Winston who has 
a summer home on East Hampton’s 
Lily Pond Lane. 

“I recognize the good being done 
by the police mannequin in deterring 
speeders,” he said. “But I thought, 
to put him in a real police car was a 
waste of that police car. It took it out 
of service.” 


“We were able to make, out of 


cardboard, an exact replica of a 
Chevrolet Celebrity,” Reid told me 


in a telephone interview. 


Winston contacted the managers of 
three of the manufacturing companies 
he owns on Long Island and arranged 
for their help. These were the Long Is- 
land Paper Box Company of Farming- 
dale, the Hi Flier Model Airplane 
Company of Roslyn and the Maxwell 
Cellular Communications Company of 
Hempstead. The construction became 
a joint effort. According to Winston, 
the only part of the car that are real 
are the wheels and tires. 

“I didn’t have the resources to make 
fake tires,” Winston laughed. 

What he did do, himself, was to take 
pictures of the real East Hampton po- 
lice car that Manny’ was sitting in and 
bring these pictures to the manager of 
the Long Island Paper Box Company. 
The manager, Bill Reid, determined 
that the car was a 1990 Chevrolet Ce- 


lebrity, went to a nearby car dealer in 
Farmingdale and obtained detailed 
pictures and drawings. 

“We were able to make, out of card- 
board, an exact replica of a Chevrolet 
Celebrity,” Reid told me in a telephone 
interview. “You cannot tell them 
apart. We are proud of it. You can do 
all sorts of things with paper boxes let 
me tell you.” 

The work at Paper Box took almost 
a month from planning, making the 
dies, fabrication and assembly, and 
when it was done the completed proj- 
ect was taken by truck to Hi Flier in 
Roslyn. Using Winston’s pictures, 
artisans at Hi Flier, using model air- 
plane dope, painted the cardboard 
model to exactly resembled an East 
Hampton Town Police Car. It has the 
town seal on each front door, the blue

stripes and telephone numbers on 
the sides, even a bumper sticker that 
reads DARE: Keep our Kids Off Drugs 
on the back. 

The workmen at Hi Flier are par- 
ticularly proud of the work they did to 
create the red translucent effect of the 
flashing roof lights. It is absolutely 
impossible to tell them apart from the 
original. Hi Flier was given another ~ 
job, that of installing a large wind up 
rubber band under the hood. Winston 
did not want to have to trouble the 
East Hampton Town Police with the 
job of towing his model automobile 
about from place to place. He was also 
acutely aware of the present oil crisis 
and the need to conserve gasoline. 

Hi Flier had no problem installing a 
large rubber band. But they did have 
a problem in locating one. They final- 
ly found a company in Champagne- 
Urbana, Illinois that manufactured 
giant rubber bands, apparently for 
some agricultural drainage projects, 
and they had one sent east so they 
could put it in. The rubber band turns 
a gear which turns an aluminum axle 
that is attached to the tires. 

Finally, Winston had his project 
shipped to the Maxwell Cellular Com- 
munications company in- Hempstead 
for the finishing touches. The car 
was equipped with a radio-controlled | 
electronic remote. From the main 
police headquarters on Pantigo Road 
in East Hampton, officials use a Nin- 
tendo joystick to steer the cardboard 


- car from one assignment to another. 


This reporter was unable to get any 
immediate official comment from East 
Hampton police headquarters about the 
dummy automobile, but it is reported 
that in the morning, some officers give 
the rubberband twenty good turns and 
the vehicle is set for the day. It can be 
sent out from the parking lot to virtually 
any street in town, and there is enough 
rubberband left to bring it back in the 
evening. 

But Roger Winston says he is 
not done. Another of his Long Is- 
land firms, Winston Associates in 
Great Neck, designs computer pro- 
grammed devices to activate manne- 
quins. A Winston Associates device 
is used, for example, to make a mod- 
el of Abraham Lincoln move his arms 
and “talk” at an exhibit in Orlando 
Florida at Walt Disney World. 

“We've been at it for about a year,” 
Winston says. “And it might take us 
one year more. But eventually, we 
will have Manny Quinn write his own 
traffic tickets.”

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Something to Wine About: Sparkling Wines from Sparkling Pointe

t’s nearly time to ring in the new year and for 

many that occasion calls for Champagne. But, if 
you'd like to celebrate the new year with something 
absolutely delicious while supporting Long Island’s 
local vineyards, consider one, or more, of the spar- 
kling wines from Sparkling Pointe. 

First, a short primer on sparkling wines. There 
are a lot of them, and most are not Champagne. To 
be Champagne, the wine must be produced in the 
Champagne region and produced in the Methode 
Champenoise, also knownas the traditional method. 
In this method the wine undergoes a second fermen- 
tation in the bottle. This produces fine, delicate bub- 
bles. There are other types of sparkling wine made 
on Long Island, but at Sparkling Pointe they use the 
same traditional method used in the Champagne 
region. : 

Two sparkling wines from Sparkling Pointe that 
should make everyone’s short list for New Year’s Eve 
have to be the 2018 Topaz Imperial and the 2017 
Brut. The 2018 Topaz Imperial is a gorgeous, blush, 
sparkling wine. It’s a dry wine with light but dis- 
tinct strawberry notes. Underneath the fruit notes 
are base notes of shortbread. 

The 2017 Brut is also dry with a lovely citrus 
freshness. It’s incredibly clean with a creamy mouth 
feel. These wines share a similar trait with the fin- 


est Champagnes in that they both pair exceedingly 


well with a wide array of foods. One can easily enjoy 
these wines with everything from appetizers to des- 
sert. 

Sparkling Pointe’s winemaker Gilles Martin says 
of sparkling wine, “Pure symphony of the senses, 
elegant ballet of tiny bubbles, the perfect harmony 
between soul and people.” 


Born at the gates of the Champagne region, one — 


may believe Martin was destined to become a re- 
nowned and award-winning winemaker, but that 
destiny was paved with hard work. He earned an 
engineering degree in biology and food sciences and 
a Masters of Oenology from the University of Mont- 
pellier. He then worked in Germany, Australia and 
Virginia before becoming the assistant winemaker 


of the celebrated California Roederer Estate winery, - 


where the wines he produced were widely consid- 
ered the best sparkling wines ever made outside 
the Champagne area. Luckily, Martin now calls the 
North Fork his home as he produces the beautiful 
and highly rated wines of Sparkling Pointe. 
According to the Sparkling Pointe website, the 
2017 Brut retails for $31 and the 2019 Topaz Impe- 
rial retails for $44. The 2018 Topaz Imperial retails 
for $29 according to wine-searcher.com.

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Ask Beatty: 


Effective Marriage Counseling — 
& What Goes on Behind Closed Doors

O ver the past 35 years, I have treat- 
ed nearly 1,000 couples (married 
and non-married) of every age group, 
socioeconomic background, religion 
and sexual orientation who have en- 
trusted me to help them try to resolve their 
various problems. In my last article, “Ask Beatty: A 
Unique Approach to Effective Marriage Counseling,” 
I described in detail my three-step methodology. 
To recap, I do an in-depth couples evaluation, fre- 
quently lasting several hours, followed by detailed 
individual evaluations. Only then am I in a position 
to determine whether the couple is ready to focus on 
couple’s issues or whether one or both individuals 
need to first deal with his or her unfinished business 
or skeletons in the closet. 

When the couple is ready to meet together, we will 
be able to focus on the “we” issues that need to be 
acknowledged, addressed and resolved — knowing 
of course, that we can’t change history. First, I ask 
each person to create an agenda and prioritize the 
issues that need to be addressed. The couple then 
begins to tackle the issues one by one as they begin 
to learn the crucial art of emotional communication 
and problem-solving. 

Couples are taught how to discuss problems and 
make compromises and trade-offs. They learn that 
the win/lose model is a disaster for relationships 
and begin to see the importance of reaching win/ 
win resolutions. I teach them how to say it, if to say 
it, where to say it, when to say it and how to commu- 
nicate the most difficult and painful issues in a re- 
spectful way. Roleplay is used extensively. This helps 
the couple practice an art form that few of us have 
ever learned. I’m very directive and active through- 
out the entire process and will not tolerate any abu- 
sive or disrespectful behavior of any kind. As many 
of my patients are in the entertainment field, they 
understand the necessity and importance of doing 
as many takes as possible, until they get it right! 

There have been a small percentage of couples 
who I have treated who decided to divorce. In mak- 
ing this decision they are now at least aware of what 
went wrong. Each person is clear about what he/she 
did or didn’t do that contributed to the problems and 
subsequent end of their marriage. Most are then 
able to divorce without the rage and wrath that so 
frequently comes with the demise of a relationship. 
Despite the disappointment and pain of ending a 
marriage, the majority are at peace in knowing that 
they at least tried to solve their difficulties honestly 
and with integrity. 

Divorcing well is so important, especially when 
there are children involved. Our children have more 
than enough adjustments to make when the original 
family structure changes, including the challenges of 
coping with the new reality of different and separate 


houses, frequently differ- 
ent schools, lifestyles and 
visitation schedules. 
We should do every- 
thing possible to never 
put them in a position 
where they also have to 
deal with two parents who 
are at war with one another. 


CASE STUDY: 
MEET THE JOHNSONS 

The names and some of the details 
have been changed to protect the 
confidentiality and anonymity of my 
patients. 

Joe, 45, and Jane, 40, have been married for 
five years. This is a second marriage for both. The 
Johnsons were referred to me by Joe’s urologist 
for marriage counseling because of Joe’s lack of 
interest in sex. When I spoke to Joe’s doctor in or- 
der to rule out any medical problems, he told me 
that Joe’s testosterone level was normal and that 
he could find no medical reason for Joe’s lack of 
sexual desire. The couple had not had sex in over 
two years and Jane was becoming more and more 
despondent. Up to this point, Joe would simply not 
discuss this issue with his wife, claiming that his 
work as an A-list actor depleted him of all sexual 
energy. 

When I met Joe and Jane for the first time togeth- 
er, Joe acknowledged his lack of desire, but felt that 
the marriage was a happy one, despite their sexless 
relationship. Jane, on the other hand, was devas- 
tated and was convinced that Joe no longer found 
her attractive and that he might be having an extra- 
marital affair. When I met with Jane alone, it was 
was clear to me that her her symptoms of depression 
were clearly understandable under the circumstanc- 
es and that other than the sexual issue, Jane seemed 
like a very happy woman who loved her life and her 
husband. 


MY EYE-OPENING MEETING 
WITH JOE ALONE 

When I met with Joe alone, he expressed concerns 
about the confidentiality of our individual session. I 
assured him that I was legally and ethically bound 
to honor his privacy. He proceeded to tell me that 
he was gay and that he did not want his wife or his 
fans to ever know this. Although Joe was not sexu- 
ally permissive, he did on occasion see a man whom 
he had known for many years. He also told me that 
he loved his wife and did not want a divorce. 

However, he made it very clear that he had no 
desire to have a sexual relationship with her. Other 
than an occasional evening where he would have too 
many glasses of wine, Joe seemed basically content- 
ed with his life and had no desire or need to come 
out. 


COUPLES THERAPY CAN WORK WONDERS, IF PARTNERS ARE WILLING TO 
LISTEN AND COMPROMISE. 


THE DILEMMA 

It was crucial that I had seen Joe alone. If I had 
not, I would never have known about his sexual ori- 
entation. I would have spent time trying to help the 
couple improve their sex life. I would have encour- 
aged them to make dates for sex and, if they were 
comfortable, experiment with sex toys and pornog- 
raphy. This, of course, would have been a complete 
waste of time, money and energy for everyone. 
Knowing what I knew, I needed to help Jane accept 
the fact that her husband loves her dearly, is not hav- 
ing an affair, does not want a divorce, but no longer 
has any interest in sex. She would then have to de- 
cide whether she would continue to live in a sexless 
matriage. 


THE JOHNSONS TOGETHER 
FOR THE LAST TIME 

Joe, Jane and I met together for one session af- 
ter the initial joint visit. Joe was kind but firm. 
He told her that he loved her, found her very at- 
tractive physically and intellectually and hoped 
to spend the rest of his life with her. He also told 
her that the problem was his and that he would 
understand if she wanted a divorce. 

I never heard from Jane or Joe again. A few 
years later I bumped into Jane at an event. She 
whispered in my ear that she had divorced Joe 
and was engaged to a wonderful man. She smiled 
broadly as she confided, “And by the way, our sex 
life is great!”

Reuniting a family in America

“My schooling came to an 
abrupt halt at the end of sixth 
grade,” says Joanna from Gua- 
temala. “My father was very 
strict, and I didn’t see any 
point in arguing. He said I had 
received enough schooling 
and couldn’t see any need for 
me to continue. It was time for 
me to learn a skill and contrib- 
ute to the family’s income.” 

Jonna was the youngest 
girl of eleven children, so she’d 
seen this process play out with 
her older siblings: Once they 
were able to work, they did. 

“I stayed back from school 
and learned how to sew,” she 
remembers. “This was an ob- 
vious choice because a lot of 
the women in my family could 
teach me this skill. I found it 
relaxing and therapeutic to sit 
and make something.” 

One day, after she took her 
sewing skills to a local shop, 
Joanna met a_ handsome, 
young man called Kelman. 

“He had the most amazing 
smile, and I felt my heart flut- 
ter when our eyes made con- 
tact. He asked for my phone 
number, and for the next few 
days I caught my breath every 
time the phone would ring, 
hoping it would be Kelmam.” 

The pair quickly fell in 
love, and only a year later, 
they welcomed a baby boy. 

A short while after that, 
they duo got married — 
though, that’s when Kelman’s 
newfound responsibilities as a 
husband took him away from 
Joanna. 

“I’m sorry, but to properly 
provide for you and our son I 
need to leave! It’s time for me 
to go,” he told her. 

“T was very upset that Kel- 
man wanted to go so soon, but 
I understood,” Joanna remem- 
bers. “He wanted the best for 
us, and he would follow the 


paths of those before him who 
sought their fortune in the 
United States. His plan was 
to get to America, work hard, 
save money and then pay for 
us to be brought over to join 
him.” 

Joanna thanks her lucky 
stars that she didn’t join Kel- 
man on his journey to Amer- 
ica, as they trip was rife with 
problems — long hours in the 
desert, coyotes who black- 
mailed them, and more. 

Nevertheless, Kelman 
made it across, and began to 
work in America, saving ev- 
ery penny for his family back 
home, as he had promised. 

Joanna had planned to 
travel via a coyote with her 
3-year-old son to the U.S.-Mex- 
ico border, where they would 
hand themselves over to Im- 
migration Enforcement offi- 
cers, which, she hoped, would 
allow her into the country. 

“While I was aware of the 
risks, I especially worried 
about taking my child on such 
a trip with unknown dangers 
ahead,” Joanna said. 

The coyotes packed Joanna 
and the child into a house in 


Guatemala near the border of 
Mexico, where they waited for 
the ideal conditions to make 
their crossing. 

“Our day began bright and 
early at 8 am We piled into a 
minivan and drove through 
Guatemala to a house near the 
border where we would cross 
into Mexico.” 

The group began a long, ar- 
duous journey by foot across 
the border into Mexico. 

“Luckily, no one saw 
our group, and we weren't 
chased,” Joanna says. “I don’t 
think I would have been able 
to outrun anyone. We eventu- 
ally came to the house across 
the border in Mexico where I 
collapsed, out of breath and 
exhausted.” 

Next, the coyotes packed a 
bunch of people into a van for 
along drive north — and while 
Joanna was happy to be off of 
her feet, her problems didn’t 
end there. 

“There was AC, but we 
were crammed together so 
tightly that it was uncomfort- 
able, and I could feel the sweat 
gathering and running down 
my body. I stripped most of 


the clothes off my child to cool 
him.” 

“We passed through a cou- 
ple of police checkpoints, and 
neither time did the police 
look inside, which was a relief. 
We were told that we had to re- 
main absolutely quiet at those 
checkpoints.” 

Eventually, the group came 
to a house in Mexico used by 
coyotes for smuggling border 
crossers, which was rundown 
and dirty. 

“The 120 of us jostled for 
space within that house,” Jo- 
anna remembers. “The dirty 
window blinds were down. 
The walls were covered with 
chipped and peeling paint, 
and on the floor were stained 
rugs and sleeping pads. The 
air smelled stale and ran- 
cid with the smell of hot, un- 
washed bodies.” 

She didn’t have to stay 
there long, though, as the coy- 
otes eventually took small 
groups to a nearby bus station, 
where they boarded the trans- 
port, and stayed on the busses 
for 2 straight days while head- 
ing even further north. 

“One very disturbing thing

happened at a Mexican check- 
point. The police demanded 
fees from us, or else we would 
be sent back to our countries. 
We were asked for 300 pesos 
each,” Joanna remembers. “I 
handed over the money and 
realized I now had hardly any- 
thing left if I needed to buy 
food for my little one. I was in 
tears, and my child sensed my 
distress and clung to me.” 

Yet, the bribes worked, and 
the Mexican authorities al- 
lowed the bus to travel to the 
Rio Grande river, which they 
waded through under the 
cover of nighttime. 

“It was 5:30 am when we 
had crossed the river. I did not 
know what part of the United 
States we were in. The group 
ahead of us got to U.S. immi- 
gration around seven in the 
morning.” 

When Joanna and her son 
made it to ICE headquarters, 
the pair was placed in a frigid 
room, with only an alumi- 
num foil-like blanket cover- 
ing them, until they were pro- 
cessed a short while later. 

“We were taken to a second 
place, and I was relieved that I 
wasn’t separated from my boy. 
Then everything progressed . 
very quickly. I was allowed to 
call my family-and arrange to 
get picked up. I signed docu- 
ments and had an electronic 
security bracelet fitted around 
my ankle that would show my 
location at all times,” Joanna 
says. “I felt like a criminal.” 

Next, a Catholic charity 
helped transport. the mother 
and son to a nearby shelter, be- 
fore eventually getting them 
to an airport where they were 
set to fly to New York City. 

“When I saw my husband I 
collapsed, crying in his arms. 
What a relief it was to finally 
be with him. My son looked at 
this stranger with big, won- 
dering eyes. He had to get to 
know his dad all over again,” 
Joanna recalls. 

“When I no longer have 
to wear the ankle cuff, then I 
would love to. be able to travel 
and see more of this country. 
What a beautiful country it is 
— America the beautiful!”

Ali Erdem: 


The Renaissance Man Behind 75 Main Group

li Erdem is the force of 75 Main 
~“A&Group and a four-seasons Hamp- 
tons Renaissance man. 

Erdem’s presence is invaluable to 
the success of the restaurant’s opera- 
tion and his pathway to Southamp- 
ton’s quaint Main Street brought him 
from the farms of Turkey through the 
laboratories of Germany. Erdem and 


his brother, Zach, started together in 


the kitchen and have since created 
an iconic restaurant that is among 
the most famous in the Hamptons 
and across the nation. 

Erdem grew up alongside his six 
brothers in Erzincan, Turkey. More 
than three hours outside of the near- 
est city and in a village of only.a doz- 
en residents, Erdem’s vision for life- 
long success brought him to Europe. 

Hearing his calling in his early 20s, 
he left his home village in Turkey 
for Hamburg, Germany, among the 
largest cities in the country. Seeking 
his degree in physics, Erdem sought 
the pathway of other great physicists 
such as Albert Einstein, and went to 
“the country of poets and thinkers.” 

Erdem’s academic success and 
intellect were immediately visible 
in Germany. During his time there, 
he embraced the vast diversity of 
culture, and became fluent in four 
languages in addition to his native 
Turkish. After learning German, 


_ Russian, English and Spanish, he 


returned to Turkey, with the hope 
of utilizing his talents to impact the 
scientific industry in the nation that 
raised him. 

However, he, like many, saw the 
possibilities of America and the bright 
lights of New York. After just a few 
years, in 2015, he ventured to the East 
End, where he immediately made an 
impact with the 75 Main Group. 

Where certain people focus on one 
“house” of the restaurant — Erdem is 
the front, back and middle — and is 
the means by which food gets from the 
kitchen to the table at chic 75 Main. 

While one may not think that a 

- degree in physics would translate to 
the restaurant industry, Erdem ap- 


plied his education and knowledge’ 


to the restaurants and has been a 
major part of the 75 Main Group’s 


efficiency and effective restaurant 
management, which has earned 
them acclaim from critics and cus- 
tomers alike. 

“My inspiration is to keep building 
restaurants and the social life of the 
Hamptons, where my brother and I 
could continue to build a service in- 
dustry dynasty throughout the East 
End and the world,” says Erdem, who 
also plans to open locations in major 
cities around the world, like Dubai, 
London, Paris and Los Angeles. 

“T love physics, and I was success- 
ful in the industry,” he continues. “I 
finished university and achieved my 
master’s degree in Germany and had 
hoped to become a professor or a 
teacher. When I came here, I started 
creating dynamic restaurants, and I 
fell in love with talking to and meet- 
ing unique, different people. 

“If you want to work in physics, 
you always have to work very hard,” 
he adds. “If you work in restaurants, 
you can have more fun, enjoy serv- 
ing people and making them happy 
with food and the experience.” 

Erdem’s work is far from finished. 
and his role is rapidly expanding 
within the restaurant group. Now 
holding the title of chief operating 
officer, he is a lynchpin in all of the 
Erdem restaurants and hotels, in- 
cluding Blu Mar, Buddha Bar, AM 
Nightclub, Summer House Night- 
club Lounge, as well as Harpoon 
House. This family affair is among 
the most well-respected on the East 
End and continues to be a force be- 
hind the Hamptons culture. 

“Zach has been the best teacher for 
me and has taught me so much about 
the Hamptons and restaurants. I 
have learned that if you work in the 
restaurants, you are learning every 
day — kind of like physics, you will 
never learn everything, and that’s 
my great joy,” Erdem says. 

Like many who have ventured 
to this nation for the opportunity 
to find success, Erdem is, in many 
ways, the epitome of the American 
Dream — and this dream is far from 
over.
